Why [in a Dare-Devil. 
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was child's play, my faculties 
—I won't say nerves—for I 


do not possess any—are 
strained to the highest pitch. 

In looping the loop there 
was only cne mark—the 
middle line on the travck—to 
watch, and, provided one 
kept the machine straight, momentum was bound to 
carry one round. 

But in my dive I have to watch and pk up no 
fewer than ten marks during the lightning descent and 
flight; I have to keep the narrow track whilst pedal- 
ling as hard as I can, and my reaching the tank 
depends, not only on my momentum, but on the 
accuracy of my take off from the machine. Finally, 
I must strike the tank at the proper angle, or injure 
myself more or less badly. 

A lot of things to think of during a few seconds. 
However, I will try to describe a dive to you from my 
point of view. 

I am out to the minute, for nothing worries me more 
than to be kept waiting after tho appointed time. 
If I have no nerves, there is a certain “bracing up” 
to be done when I am due to perform. 

NO BIGGER THAN A TWO-SHILLING PIECE. 


Then I am hoisted up to the lower end of the track, 
and proceed to walk up it, pausing every now and then 
to study my marks. The climb is in itself no small 
exertion, but it has this advantage, that I am warm 
and supple by the time I reach the top. 

From where I stand the tank looks no bigger than 
a two-shilling piece, and it seems a very small target 
to aim at. Carefully, very carefully, I adjust the 
bicycle, an ordinary safety, to the marks placed for 
it. This is most important, for the slightest inac- 
curacy may mean disaster. 

Once again I carefully study the distant marks at 
the tank, and then I mount, and a great hush falls 
over the crowd. There is no one to say “Go” to me, 
for none but myself can tell when the marks are in 
correct alignment. 

At last I am satisfied, and the fraction of a second 
later I am tence down the track. Terrific as the 
speed becomes, I have to be as cool as if I were in a 
fourwheeler. Ah, a mark by the side of the track 
flashes up. This is the point to get my right pedal 
hard down, and down it goes. 

Had I failed, there was one more chance—to get m 
left pedal down at another mark further on. But 
have made no mistake, and, springing with all my 
power from the machine, I am shooting through the 
air. 

I am perfectly conscious; and, indeed, I need to 
have all my wits about me, for if there has been any 
error in the take off I must adjust it now or never. 
But everything has gone well this evening. I see thac 
I shall strike the tank, which is coming towards me at 
a thousand miles a minute, fair in the middle. 

SPLASH ! 


Splash! I am in and out again, and the people 
are cheering and asking one another how ¢hey would 
like to do it. 

Of course, I am not always so fortunate as on this 
occasion. At least twice I have thought I was done 
for. The first time was at an open air performance in 
America. There was a strong cross wind blowing. I 
allowed for it, but insufficiently, with the result that I 
could barely keep the machine on the track, and, 
swerving from side to side, I finally left it at an angle 
instead of straight ahead. 

The wind blew me still further out of my course, 
and I saw that I was ping to land wide of the tank. 
To this day I don’t know how I did it, but by a 
desperate wriggle I managed to curve inwards, and just 
reached safety. 

On the other occasion my momentum was too great, 
and I saw that I was foing over the tank. Again by 
a desperate effort I c the angle of my flight, 
and fell half into the tank, half against its far side, 
with the result that I had three ribs broken. 

However, that was all in the day’s work, and I can 
honestly say that when I go out to do my act my 
anxiety is not whether I am going to fail, but whether 
there will be anything to prevent my giving the per- 
formance. 

As I have said, I take no unnecessary chances, and 
if the light is not good enough, which I cannot tell 
until I have been up the track, then I have to dis- 
Pee parm the public. I hate to do it, and I find it
